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Cottonseed  movement  increased  during  the  week  as  harvesting  in  west  Texas  and  Oklahoma  increased, 
Texas  cottonseed  grades  during  the  week  were  lower  averaging  99.  5  compared  with  100.5  last  week  due 
principally  to  low  oil  content  an;i  to  some  extent  to  excess  foreign  matter,  especially  in  District  1 
Oklahoma's  first  cottonseed  receipts  averaged  99« 

Texas  wagon  lot  prices  at  gins  averaged  $72.00  per  ton  or  up  about  $3,50  VeT  ^on  fr°m  last  week. 
Wagon  lot  prices  average  $74,10  per  ton  in  District  4»   the  highest  in  Texas  with  District  5  second 
with  an  average  price  of  $72*70.     Oklahoma  wagon  lot  prices  average  $67.90  for  the  state.  Prices 
in  the  western  districts  were  considerably  higher  than  in  eastern  districts  except  for  District  9 
which  is  in  the  extreme  southeastern  section.    Prices  in  this  section  are  in  line  with  prices  just 
across  the  state  line  in  Texas, 

Oil  mills  prices  ("as  id'  and  basis  grade  100)  ranged  from  $75*00  to  $80.00  per  ton  in  Texas  and  $65.00 
to  $75.00  in  Oklahoma.     Texas  highest  price  of  $80.00  was  reported  in  District  4.     The  Oklahoma 
price  of  $65.00  was  reported  in  the  eastern  section  with  the  high  of  $75.00  in  the  western  section. 

Prices  for  cottonseed  oil  dropped  as  much  as  two  cents  per  pound  in  some  sections  as  buyers  with- 
drew from  the  market.    Prices  for  other  vegetable  oils  also  declined.     With  heavy  supplies  of 
vegetable  oils  from  the  large  crops  of  1948  due  to  be  available  soon  buyers  were  reluctant  to 
purchase  oil  very  far  beyond  present  needs. 

Stocks  of  crude  cottonseed  oil_  at  the  end  of  August  were  26  million  pounds,  according  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  compared  with  19  million  on  the  same  date  in  1947*     Stocks  of  refined  cotton- 
seed oil  on  August  31  this  year  were  only  6l  million  pounds  or  only  a  little  over  half  as  large  as 
stocks  of  ll6  million  on  the  same  date  last  year.     Shipments  of  crude  oil  during  August  were  45 
million  pounds  compared  with  30  million  for  the  same  month  in  1947. 

Imports  of  oil  and  oil  seeds  (in  terms  of  oil)  into  the  United  States  totaled  approximately  699 
million  pounds  during  the  first  9  months  of  1948  compared  wi,th  8.66  million  during  the  same  period 
in  1947*     The  major  decreases  were  in  copra  and  linseed.     These  decreases  were  partially  offset  by 
increases  in  others,  such  as  coconut,  castor  beans,  and  olive  oils. 

The  sampling  and  grading  of  cottonseed  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Production  and  Marketing 
Administration,    From  Texas  reports  received  during  the  week  September  l6,  1948,   to  September  22, 
1948,  and  from  Oklahoma  reports  received  from  August  1,  1948,   to  September  22,  1948,  the  following
